The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat infornnation 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kurumisawa (US Pat No. 6,262,704). 

Regarding claim 1, Kurumisawa teaches an electronic device comprising a 
housing formed by at least two housing parts one of which, called screen part, is 
integral with a retractable screen which may occupy a first position called closed 
position and a second position called open position relative to a part called fixed part, 
characterized in that in the position called closed position, the fixed 5 part partly masks 
the screen (see figs 39A through 40B; and col. 4, Ins 1 9-24 and col. 23, Ins 4-31 ). 

Regarding claim 2, Kurumisawa teaches the electronic device as claimed in 
claim 1 , characterized in that said screen part is mounted on projections so as to permit 
it being displaced (see figs 39A through 40B; and col. 4, Ins 19-24 and col. 23, Ins 4- 
31). 

Regarding claim 3, Kurumisawa teaches the electronic device as claimed in 
claim 1, characterized in that "hard points" are provided when said screen part is 
displaced, so that it can occupy stable positions (see figs 39A through 40B; and col. 4, 
Ins 19-24 and col. 23. Ins 4-31). 

Regarding claim 4, Kurumisawa teaches the electronic device as claimed in 
claim 1, characterized in that a guide is provided having recesses which are integral 
with one of said guiding parts in which can be accommodated during the displacement a 
' spring system which is integral with the other part so as to create said "hard points" (see 
figs 39A through 408; and col. 4, Ins 19-24 and col. 23, Ins 4-31). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
considertheapplicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kurumisawa (US Pat No. 6,262,704), 

Regarding claims 5-6, Kurumisawa fails to teach the positions of the screen 
between two positions are ensured by latches that can be unlocked by a button, the 
latches permit to separate the two parts of the housing. However, the recited feature is 
well known in common practice for securing and releasing two or more integral parts.
